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New  "Bird"  Being  Designed  Here 


South  Africa,  where  another  Amateur  Radio  satellite  is  being  designed  (see  story  at  right),  is  shown  in  this  view  taken 
from  space  shuttle  mission  STS-58,  which  orbited  from  October  1 8  to  November  1 ,  1 993.  In  this  scene,  Cape  Agulhas, 
the  southernmost  point  on  the  continent,  appears  as  the  leftmost  cape.  The  view  direction  is  with  north  at  top  right. 
The  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  with  Cape  Town  nearby,  is  the  thin  spike  beyond.  The  great  bay  in  the  foreground  in  Algoa 
Bay  with  the  city  of  Port  Elizabeth.  The  entire  fold  mountain  belt  of  southern  Africa  is  visible:  these  appear  as  wavy 
structures  stretching  west  from  the  foreground,  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  then  northwards  some  distance.  One  theory 
about  their  origin  is  that  the  Falkland  Plateau,  now  an  undersea  extension  of  South  America,  was  jostled  up  against 
Africa  more  than  1 50  million  years  ago,  in  times  before  the  Atlantic  Ocean  existed,  before  Africa  and  South  America 
drifted  apart  from  one  another.  The  jostling  caused  the  evolution  of  the  fold  mountain  belt.

New  Satellite  Planned 


A  satellite  now  being  designed  in  South  Africa 
will  include  an  extensive  Amateur  Radio  package 
and  is  scheduled  for  launch  in  January  1996, 
according  to  South  African  amateur  satellite  enthusi¬ 
asts,  as  announced  in  a  release  from  Henry  Cham¬ 
berlain,  ZS1AAZ. 

Called  Sunsat,  the  satellite  is  being  designed  and 
built  by  engineering  students  at  the  Electronic 
Systems  Laboratory  at  Stellenbosch  University. 

In  exchange  for  a  US  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  launch,  Sunsat  will  carry  a 
precision  GPS  receiver  and  a  set  of  Laser  retro-re¬ 
flectors,  for  NASA’s  use. 

The  Amateur  Radio  payload  was  approved  at  the 
SA-AMSAT  Spacecon  91  Conference.  It  includes 
duplicate  transmitters  and  receivers  for  the  2-meter 
and  70-cm  bands,  a  24-cm  (1260  MHz)  receiver 
and  13-cm  (2400-MHz)  receiver.  A  number  of 
uplink  and  downlink  frequency  combinations  are 
possible. 

Sunsat  will  offer  extensive  digital  communica¬ 
tion  capability.  One  of  the  2-meter  receivers  has 
four  IF  sections  connected  to  1200-baud  AFSK 
packet  modems.  The  satellite  carries  three  G3RUH- 
compatible  9600-baud  modems  that  can  be  switched 
to  various  receivers  and  transmitters.  The  designers 
say  that  ground-station  requirements  are  minimal. 
Data  communication  between  stations  running  10  W 
transmitters  and  dipole  antennas  will  be  practical. 
Since  large  quantities  of  data  can  be  stored  in  the 
satellite,  global  data  transfer  will  be  possible. 

Sunsat  carries  a  number  of  educational  experi¬ 
ments,  including  a  2-meter  "parrot"  mode  repeater 
intended  for  amateurs  new  to  satellite  operating. 
Uplinked  speech  will  be  digitally  stored  and  retrans¬ 
mitted  on  the  same  frequency,  enabling  school  users 
to  hear  the  retransmission  and  know  that  they  are 
getting  through.

GENERAL  RULES 
FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 
there  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL.  Send  a  290  SASE  if 
you  request  one  from  the  ARRL.  In  most  cases, 
forms  can  also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring 
group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.90  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or  CSCE 
must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610  and  most 
VEC  want  a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also 
be  required  to  have  a  photo  ID,  or  other  accept¬ 
able  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

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RS-15  Launch  a  First; 

Satellite  is  on  the  Air  and  Operating 


On  December  26  at  0300  UTC,  the  Russian 
RS-15  satellite  was  launched  from  the  Baikonur 
space  center  in  Russia.  The  satellite  was  lofted  into 
space  by  a  "Rokot"  launch  vehicle.  Rokot  is  a 
hybrid  created  from  the  first  and  second  stages  of 
an  SS-19  intercontinental  ballistic  missle  and  a  new 
third-stage  booster  known  as  "Briz." 

RS-15  is  only  the  second  Amateur  Radio  satel¬ 
lite  to  include  Mode  A  capability  (the  other  is 
RS-10).  The  satellite  is  already  operating  and 
several  hams  report  successful  contacts.

The  recently  launched  RS-15  Russian  satellite 
was  sent  aloft  on  the  first  successful  test  flight  of  a 
new  launch  vehicle. 

RS-15  was  the  only  passenger  on  the  new 
"ROKOT"  rocket,  a  joint  commercial  venture 
between  Germany  and  Russia.  ROKOT  is  described 
as  a  low  cost  launcher  for  small  satellites  into 
low-earth  and  sun-synchronous  orbits  and  will  be 
available  for  commercial  launches  by  the  end  of 
1996,  according  to  Peter  Guelzow,  of  AMS  AT-DL. 

ROKOT  may  also  offer  economical  launch 
opportunities  for  Amateur  Radio  satellites  and 
experiments,  Guelzow  said,  and  the  "user’s  manual" 
for  ROKOT  will  be  made  available  to  AMSAT-DL, 
he  said.

A  message  purporting  to  be  Off  icial  Wl  AW 
Bulletin  ARLX004  falsely  claimed  that  the 
American  Radio  Relay  League,  ARRL,  plans  to 
petition  the  Federal  Communications  Commis¬ 
sion,  FCC,  to  drop  all  Morse  code  requirements 
for  Amateur  Radio  licenses  in  the  U.S.  An 
authentic  ARRL  Bulletin  apparently  was  altered 
and  re-posted  on  an  internet  news  group  as  a 
practical  joke.  The  League  plans  no  such  peti¬ 
tion.  The  actual  bulletin  ARLX004  concerned  a 
balloon  launch  from  Iowa.  The  League  views 
any  dissemination  of  forged  messages  as  an 
extremely  serious  matter.

Time  before  last,  we  considered  memory. 
Remember?  (Pun  intended!)  I  pointed  out  that  a 
hard  or  floppy  disk  is  non-volatile  memory,  since 
anything  written  to  these  devices  remains  there  after 
the  power  is  turned  off,  providing  everything  goes 
as  it  should.  Your  computer’s  RAM  (Random 
Access  Memory)  is  different,  however.  Anything 
stored  in  it  goes  away  to  never-never  land  when 
that  power  switch  is  turned  off.  However,  RAM  is 
very  necessary,  because  it  is  really  the  "scratch 
pad"  for  all  your  work,  as  well  as  the  programs  that 
allow  you  to  work.  Let  me  illustrate  this  with  an 
everyday  example. 

Suppose  your  computer  has  a  hard  drive,  and 
last  week,  you  started  a  letter  to  the  ARRL.  Today, 
you  intend  to  finish  it.  You  sit  down  at  the  key¬ 
board,  turn  on  the  power,  and  wait  for  a  few 
moments  while  your  machine  boots  up.  Then  you 
change  to  your  LETTERS  subdirectory  and  use  the 
DIR  command  to  confirm  that  the  letter  you  started, 
named  XRRL.195,  is  still  there.  Next,  you  start 
your  word  processor  and  open  the  letter,  which 
promptly  appears  on  your  screen. 

What  significant  steps  have  occurred?  When  you 
started  your  word  processor,  most  of  the  instruc¬ 


tions  in  the  word  processing  program  were  read 
from  the  hard  drive  and  moved  into  RAM,  where 
they  take  over  most  of  the  interpretation  of  your 
keystrokes.  Then,  when  you  opened  ARRL.  195,  the 
letter  was  read  from  the  hard  drive  and  an  exact 
copy  was  made  in  RAM,  but  in  an  area  of  RAM 
different  from  the  word  processor.  What  you  see  on 
the  screen  is  an  exact  copy  of  your  letter  as  found 
on  the  disk,  and  another  exact  copy  is  now  in 
memory. 

Let  us  suppose  that,  after  reading  what  you 
wrote  last  week,  you  decide  it  is  fine  and  no  chang¬ 
es  are  necessary.  All  you  need  to  do  is  to  add  the 
closing,  so  you  type  the  following  16  characters: 
"Sincerely  yours",  and  you  save  the  letter. 

Your  keystrokes  were  sensed  and  acted  on  by 
your  word  processing  program,  acting  in  concert 
with  your  computer’s  operating  system  (the  latter 
also  resides  in  RAM,  in  another  remote  spot). 
These  two  are  like  Siamese  twins,  joined  at  the 
brain,  so  we  will  nickname  the  pair  WP-OS.  As 
you  typed  the  character  S  in  Sincerely,  WP-OS  did 
two  filings.  First,  they  were  "watching"  the  key¬ 
board  in  case  you  typed  something,  which  you  did. 
When  they  saw  the  S  typed,  they  moved  the  S 
(actually,  its  numeric  representation)  into  RAM. 
Second,  they  echoed  the  S  to  your  screen.  They 
accomplished  those  two  steps  pretty  quickly;  both 
steps  were  finished  when  the  S  appeared  on  your 
screen.  (Note  carefully,  however,  that  WP-OS  did 
absolutely  nothing  to  the  hard  drive,  which  you  can 
prove  to  yourself  by  watching  the  LED  while  typing 
-  it  will  not  light  up.)  The  same  thing  was  repeated 
for  the  i,  then  the  n,  and  each  of  the  characters.  In

the  letter  in  RAM  and  also  echoed  to  your  screen. 

Then,  you  saved  the  letter.  For  the  first  time, 
WP-OS  "talked”  to  the  hard  drive.  What  did  they 
say?  Assuming  your  word  processing  program 
works  like  most  do,  here  is  the  conversation,  with 
WP-OS  =  the  word  processor  working  in  concert 
with  the  operating  system,  and  HD  =  Mr.  Hard 
Drive: 

WP-OS:  Mr.  Hard  Drive,  take  the  copy  of 
ARRL.  195  you  have  written  on  your  platters,  and 
rename  it  ARRL.BAK.  [The  hard  drive  complies, 
and  it  also  lights  its  LED  while  doing  so,  indicating 
it  is  active.] 

HD:  OK,  Boss,  I  did  it! 

WP-OS:  Good  guy.  Now,  take  this  data  I  am 
about  to  send  you,  write  it  to  your  platters,  and 
name  it  ARRL.  195. 

HD:  Right,  Boss,  send  it  down.  Got  it!  There, 
I’m  all  done. 

That  is  the  way  it  works.  Now  you  can  under¬ 
stand  that  those  .BAK  files  your  word  processor 
keeps  creating  represent  a  copy  of  your  work 
BEFORE  your  last  edit.  You  can  also  see  why,  if 
you  turn  off  the  computer  before  saving  your  work 
on  hard  disk  or  floppy,  you  are  out  of  luck.  Until 
you  give  the  command  to  save  your  work  to  disk, 
that  data  resides  only  in  one  place  -  in  RAM,  and 
RAM  is  terribly  volatile.  How  volatile? 

A  RAM  chip,  so  long  as  it  is  fed  power,  acts 
like  a  bank  of  capacitors.  Some  capacitors  are 
charged  (representing  ones)  and  some  are  not 
(representing  zeroes).  However,  these  chips  are 
really  forgetful.  EVEN  IF  THEY  HAVE  PLENTY 
OF  POWER,  THEY  WILL  LOSE  THEIR  MEM¬ 
ORY  (zeroes  stay  zeroes,  but  the  ones  also  become 
zeroes)  WITHIN  ABOUT  4  MILLISECONDS!  So, 
the  engineers  have  designed  circuitry  within  the 
computer  to  refresh  the  charges  (or  lack  of  them) 
about  every  3.8  milliseconds.  Think  about  that  next 
time  you  are  editing  a  critical  file,  and  don’t  have 
a  backup! 

See  you  next  time.  By  the  way,  I  am  writing 
this  on  27  December,  so  my  best  wishes  to  you  and 
your  family  for  a  happy,  healthy  and  prosperous 
1995!  □

The  1995  Wisconsin  QSO  Party 
is  scheduled  to  begin  at  12  noon 
CST  (1800Z)  SUNDAY  March  12, 
and  run  until  7  PM  Sunday  (0100Z 
March  13).  This  annual  7-hour  event 
is  sponsored  by  the  West  Allis  Radio 
Amateur  Club  (WARAC).  The  entry 
form  printed  in  this  issue  of  BSSS 
can  be  used,  you  may  copy  the 
entry  form  from  your  packet  BBS,  or 
you  may  send  to  our  post  office  box 
for  one. 

We  have  made  two  changes  this 
year.  We  are  adding  an  AWARD  for 
the  HIGHEST  SINGLE  OPERATOR 
score,  from  a  NON-WISCONSIN 
entry.  It  will  be  a  plaque,  similar  to 
the  one  presented  to  the  HIGHEST 
SINGLE  OPERATOR  SCORE  from  a 
WISCONSIN-ONLY  entry.  Any  SIN¬ 
GLE  OPERATOR  entry  from  any 
State,  Country  or  Canadian  Province 
is  eligible. 

The  second  change  is  a  bit  un¬ 
usual.  Last  year,  Scott,  KA9FOX, 
put  out  a  challenge  that  he  would 
buy  a  pound  of  Wisconsin  cheese 
for  the  top  out-of-state  entry.  A 
number  of  stations  entered  the 
WQP,  apparently  "going  for  the 
eheese."  We  thought  that  was  a 
great  idea.  We  asked  Scott  if  we 
could  "steal"  his  idea,  and  make  it 
part  of  the  Awards  -  sort  of  like  " 
win  the  WQP  and  enjoy  a  taste  of 
Wisconsin.”  So  this  year,  we  added 
a  twist  -  the  HIGHEST  SINGLE  OP¬ 
ERATOR  WISCONSIN-ONLY  SCORE 
and  the  HIGHEST  SINGLE  OPERA¬ 
TOR  NON-WISCONSIN  SCORE  have 
the  option  of  receiving  an  EN¬ 
GRAVED  PLAQUE  -  OR  -  a  TASTE 
OF  WISCONSIN. 

We  feel  these  two  changes  will 
further  enhance  our  very  popular  7 
hour  annual  event. 

Last  year  we  had  1 78  entries  in 
WQP,  representing  116  Wisconsin 
stations,  one  from  Argentina,  five 
from  Canada  and  56  from  the  rest  of 
the  USA. 

Many  stations  do  not  send  in 
their  logs.  Judging  from  the  informa¬ 
tion  in  the  logs  we  received,  we  had 
70  Wisconsin  Counties  represented, 
all  50  States  and  1 1  Canadian  Prov¬ 
inces,  as  well  as  some  DX.  A  lot  of 
those  not  sending  in  entries  would 
probably  have  won  their  State  or 
Province  if  they  had.  WE  ENCOUR¬ 
AGE  ALL  PARTICIPANTS  TO  EN¬ 
TER,  even  if  you  only  work  a  few 
stations. 

We  altered  the  FREQUENCIES 
listing  to  include  VHF,  including 
other  modes  on  VHF.  The  list  is  as 
complete  as  we  can  make  it  if  you 
realize  there  are  only  so  many  spac¬ 
es  available  on  the  form  across  the 
page.  It  is  intended  as  a  generic  type 
list.  We  do  not  intend  to  exclude 
anyone,  any  band  or  any  mode. 

We  have  created  a  separate  list¬ 
ing  of  "suggested"  County,  State 
and  Canadian  Province  abbrevi¬ 
ations.  It  is  on  the  next  page,  if  you 
wish,  you  may  request  one  via  our 
Post  Office  Box  or  via  your  packet 
BBS.  Incidentally,  we  do  have  log 
;  sheets  for  WQP  for  those  who  do 
not  use  a  computer  for  logging. 
These  are  also  available  via  our  Post 
j  Office  Box. 


For  those  who  are  new  to  the 
contest  and  use  computer  logging 
(and  I  guess  it  also  applies  to  those 
who  do  paper  logs),  we  suggest  that 
when  working  a  mobile  station, 
please  log  them  showing  their  call- 
sign  slash  the  3  letter  abbreviation 
for  the  County  they  are  in,  i.e.  K9- 
DZG/COL,  K9DZG/SAU,  K9- 
DZG/DAN  -  which  should  work  with 
most  logging/duping  programs.  That 
way,  when  you  work  him  a  second 
time  in  another  county,  the  program 
should  not  become  confused,  and 
tell  you  he  is  a  dupe.  If  you  need 
to  beat  a  record,  we  present  the 
standing  records:

If  you  were  first  licensed  over  25  years  ago  (it 
is  not  necessary  to  be  licensed  the  entire  25  years) 
and  presently  hold  a  license,  you  qualify  to  join  the 
Quarter  Century  Wireless  Association  (QCWA). 

The  idea  for  such  an  Association  began  during 
a  10-meter  round  table  one  Friday  night  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1947.  Six  of  the  members  decided  they  should 
form  an  organization  of  Amateur  Radio  operators 
who  had  been  licensed  for  more  than  25  years.  A 
great  deal  of  growth  of  QCWA  has  taken  place 
since  then,  mostly  from  Chapters  which  support  the 
activities.  Local  chapters  help  everyone  to  enjoy  the 
fellowship  of  other  old-timers  without  having  to 
travel  long  distances  to  attend  meetings.  Also,  a 
QCWA  memorial  scholarship  fund  assists  deserving 
college  students  with  tuition  support.

Ham  Radio  Needs  a  National 
Emergency  Frequency!

Have  you  ever  been  traveling  through  strange  lands  and  needed  to  report  an 
EMERGENCY  to  NOT  know  what  frequency  the  local  repeater  is  or  discover  the 
repeater  directory  has  multiple  area  repeater  listings?  You  begin  calling  for  help  on  the 
various  repeaters  to  discover  you  can’t  bring  up  any  of  the  repeaters.  1  found  the  ARRL 
repeater  guide  does  not  make  any  differentiation  as  to  what  is  THE  DOMINANT  wide 
coverage  area  repeater  and  some  repeaters  listed  haven’t  been  operational  for  over  a 
year.  And  also  I  found  that  often  the  PL  frequencies  are  wrong  or  not  listed.  However, 
this  all  assumes  that  you  have  a  repeater  guide  with  you  during  your  travels!  I’ve  even 
got  on  146.520  MHz  simplex  (National  Calling  frequency)  and  yelled  for  help  only  to 
get  NO  response. 

The  other  night  while  commuting  home  from  Milwaukee  in  a  semi-blizzard  making 
Interstate-43  a  single  lane,  snow  covered  slippery  mess,  I  spotted  three  occupied  vehicles 
in  the  ditch.  I  tried  in  vain  to  raise  any  HAM  on  three  local  repeaters  adjacent  to  1-43. 
As  typical  no  one  was  monitoring.  I’ve  heard  the  arguments  that  ALL  of  Amateur  Radio 
is  for  EMERGENCY  communications  but  I  found  that  there  is  NO  single  focal  point  to 
obtain  EMERGENCY  assistance  and  repeaters  are  NOT  religiously  monitored  even 
when  life  threatening  weather  conditions  are  occurring! 

Even  with  all  my  multi-band  radios  in  my  vehicle  I  couldn’t  get  any  help.  A  cellular 
telephone  with  the  FREE  91 1  EMERGENCY  call  seems  to  be  the  only  answer  to  this 
dilemma,  today. 

I  have  a  HAM  solution  for  this  problem.  But  it  will  take  the  backing  of  all  the 
National  HAM  leaders  and  EMERGENCY  conscious  Amateur  organizations!  I  propose 
that  146.550  MHz  should  be  made  the  United  States  NATIONAL  EMERGENCY 
(simplex)  FREQUENCY!  Other  communications  services  have  a  specific  EMERGENCY 
CALLING  frequency  or  channel.  CB  has  channel  nine  (27.065  MHz).  Boaters  have 
Marine  VHF  channel  sixteen  (156.800  MHz)  and  the  International  Maritime  Distress 
frequency  is  2182  kHz.  And  the  Aviation  EMERGENCY  frequency  is  121.500  MHz. 
During  major  holiday  weekends  I’ve  found  the  CB  REACT  groups  monitoring  channel 
9  and  19,  but  seldom  do  I  find  this  type  of  effort  on  HAM  radio  except  with  the 
California  1-5  and  HWY  99,  San  Joaquin  Valley  hams  on  their  linked  two  meter  repeater 
system.  But  that’s  only  good  if  you  know  the  repeater  frequencies  in  the  link 

Part  97.1(a)  states  that  part  of  Amateur  Radio’s  CHARTER  is  for  "EMERGENCY 
communications”  and  yet  we  have  NO  special  frequency  created  to  assist  the  "everyday 
local  EMERGENCIES."  Part  97  Rules  specify  certain  band  areas  for  beacons, 
simplex/QRP,  satellite,  and  repeater  operations.  But  NO  EMERGENCY  frequencies  are 
specified. 

The  146.550  MHz  as  a  dedicated  NATIONAL  EMERGENCY  frequency  is  not, 
typically,  a  repeater  frequency  or  in  the  satellite  or  beacon  operational  area.  Local 
repeaters  (on  6M,  2M,  220,  440,  etc.)  could  monitor  this  SINGLE  frequency  with  an 
auxiliary  receiver.  If  a  signal  is  received  on  146.550  MHz  with  either  the  EMER¬ 
GENCY  PL  tone  (recommended  100.0  Hz)  or  a  DTMF  tone  for  at  least  three  seconds 
(recommended  DTMF  #1)  the  repeater  would  retransmit  the  audio  through  the  repeater. 
This  would  alert  local  hams  that  a  need  to  render  immediate  assistance  is  being 
requested.  Hams  using  a  common  scanner  or  a  simple  crystal  based  monitoring  receiver 
could  detect  the  EMERGENCY  PL  and/or  DTMF  signal  and  then  render  good 
Samaritan  assistance  separate  from  any  repeater.  We  could  even  find  soiue  law 
enforcement  groups  installing  monitoring  receivers  in  their  dispatch  center. 

The  real  issue  is  in  obtaining  EMERGENCY  "LIFE  and  property  saving  action!" 
NOT  what  frequencies,  PL’s,  or  DTMF  numbers  should  be  used. 
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Col.  Bruce  Walther,  W9QAH:  Mr.  Auctioneer

His  interest  in  radio  is  mostly  in  the  restoration  of  old  gear,  collecting  tubes 
and  operating  advanced  mode  or  AM.

The  traveling  hams  will  NO  longer  need  a,  marginally  useful,  repeater  guide  or 
repeater  PL  knowledge  to  get  EMERGENCY  assistance.  Just  a  radio  that  can  transmit 
on  146.550  MHz  with  a  PL  tone  or  sending  a  DTMF  number. 

Two  meters  is  the  MOST  logical  beginning  for  this  dedicated,  EMERGENCY 
frequency  as  two  meters  is  the  most  commonly  used  local  HAM  band  with  the  most 
hand-held  and  mobile  radios  sold.  But  nothing  says  that  52.520,  223.520,  and  446.500 
MHz  couldn’t  also  be  considered  for  EMERGENCY  ONLY  use.  Amateur  Radio  needs 
to  put  into  the  Part  97  Rules  a  dedicated  EMERGENCY  frequency(s).  Let’s  start  with 
146.550  MHz. 

This  single  EMERGENCY  frequency  can  be  pre-programmed  into  our  radio  memory 
eliminating  the  dangerous  operations  of  dialing  up  multiple  repeater  frequencies  or  PL 
tones  while  driving  down  the  highway. 

This  same  concept  could  be  used  on  the  National  Calling  frequencies;  such  as 
146.520  MHz  using  PL  or  DTMF  (recommended  103.5  Hz  or  tt  2  for  three  seconds) 
with  local  repeaters  for  the  wondering  traveler  seeking  general  area  information.

-minimum  possible  SWR  or  1.5:1,  eliminating  the 
need  to  tune  each  time  you  transmit,  unless 
desired. 

The  IC-738  is  equipped  with  two  antenna 
connectors  directed  by  an  automatic  antenna 
selector.  The  memory  channels  for  each  band 
memorize  the  selected  antenna,  antenna  one  or 
two.  When  you  change  the  operating  band,  you 
don’t  have  to  manually  change  the  antenna. 

Next  Generation  frequency  management  is 
accomplished  with  Icom’s  quick  split  function. 
This  allows  the  offset  frequency  to  be  pro¬ 
grammed  in  advance.  Then  you  can  push  the 
SPLIT  button  for  one  second  to  select  all  the 
necessary  settings  for  split  frequency  operation  - 
great  for  competition  use.  A  split  lock  function 
prevents  you  from  accidentally  changing  the 
receive  frequency  while  changing  the  transmit 
frequency,  and  a  dial  lock  function  electronically 


locks  the  main  dial. 

The  Double  Band  Stacking  Register  (DBSR) 
memorizes  two  frequencies  and  the  mode  in  each 
band  so  you  can  use  it  like  two  VFOs  in  one 
band.  Simply  push  the  band  key  to  recall  the 
last-used  frequency  and  mode.  Push  the  band  key 
again  to  call  up  another  frequency  and  mode  in 
the  same  band. 

Up  to  10  electronic  memo  pads  are  available 
to  temporarily  store  the  frequency  and  mode  by 
pushing  the  memo  pad-write  switch-great  for 
contesting  or  DX  hunting.  You  can  then  continue 
to  bandswitch.  Recall  the  memo  pad  by  pushing 
the  memo  pad-read  switch  until  the  desired  fre¬ 
quency  appears,  and  move  the  information  to  one 
of  the  101  memory  channels  (includes  10  split 
memories  and  two  scan  edges),  if  desired. 

Three  scanning  functions  provide  operating 
versatility  ..  programmed  scan  searches  for  signals 
over  a  specified  range,  memory  scan  searches  all 
memories  and  memory  select  scan  searches  only 
those  memories  you  have  specified. 

The  IC-738  has  passband  tuning  (PBT)  and  a 
notch  filter  to  reduce  interference.  RF  gain  and  a 
10  dB  attenuator  prevent  interference,  while  a 


noise  blanker  function  reduces  pulse-type  noise 
such  as  from  a  car  ignition.  An  all-mode  squelch 
system  further  enhances  the  signal.  Other  out¬ 
standing  features  include  a  set  mode  for  adjusting

The  IC-738  comes  with  an  HM-36  hand 
microphone,  and  the  transceiver  is  compatible 
with  Icom’s  Cl-V  system  for  control  from  a 
personal  computer. 

Options  include  CW  filters,  a  CR-282 
high -stability  crystal  unit  for  improved  frequency 
stability  and  a  UT-30  programmable  tone  encoder 
unit  to  access  a  repeater  which  requires  a  subaudi- 
ble  tone.

Hams^aid  Japan  relief 

More  than  200  amateurs  are  providing  commu¬ 
nication  in  the  Kobe,  Japan  area  following  an 
earthquake  on  January  16  that  killed  more  than 
5000  people  and  left  tens  of  thousands  homeless. 

Amateur  Radio  is  being  used  to  connect 
relief  centers  and  to  exchange  information  on 
road  conditions  and  traffic;  the  health,  wel¬ 
fare,  and  whereabouts  of  residents;  and  the 
availability  of  water  and  food,  according  to  the 
Japan  Amateur  Radio  League. 

The  JARL  and  the  Japan  Amateur  Radio  Equip¬ 
ment  Industry  Association  (JAIA)  are  conducting 
the  effort,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Posts  and  Telecommunications.  200  -hand-held 
transceivers  for  430  and  1260  MHz,  as  well  as 
three  repeater  stations,  were  supplied  by  JAIA 
member  companies  for  the  operation.  Each  port¬ 
able  station  has  been  assigned  a  special  call 
sign  —  8J3AAA,  8J3AAB  and  so  on. 

JA3YRL  in  Kobe  serves  as  communication 
coordinator,  while  JA3RL,  at  the  JARL's  Osaka 
office,  monitors  the  activity. 

400  of  the  600  relief  centers  (with  a  total 
of  240,000  evacuees)  are  not  being  served  by 
this  communication  system,  and  the  JARL  is 
considering  equipping  at  least  half  of  them  with 
amateur  stations.

FCC  has  announced  its  intention  to  imple¬ 
ment  a  vanity  call  sign  program,  and  also  to 
resume  the  issuance  of  club  and  military  recrea¬ 
tion  station  licenses.  In  a  January  24  news 
release,  the  Commission  released  a  general 
outline  of  the  new  program. 

Amateurs  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a 
call  sip  of  their  choice  in  four  "gates."  The 
first  group  eligible  to  apply  will  be  previous 
holders  of  a  call  sip  or  the  close  relative  of 
a  previous  holder  of 

amateur  call  sip  who  is  deceased.  The 
second  group  will  be  Amateur  Extra  Class  licen¬ 
sees,  then  Advanced,  then  all  others.  The  FCC 
will  announce  the  opening  of  each  "gate"  by 
public  notice. 

The  FCC  said  that  the  first  gate  will  open 
as  soon  as  a  new  application  form,  FCC  Form 
610-V,  jjs  available  and  the  Commission's  licens 


Report  and  Order  on  this  matter  is  released. 
Club  station  call  signs  will  be  issued  systemat¬ 
ically,  unless  under  the  fourth  "gate"  the 
trustee  of  an  existing  club  station  applies  for 
the  call  sip  of  a  deceased  member  as  a  vanity 
call  sign  for  the  club. 

The  fee  for  the  use  of  vanity  call  signs 
will  be  7  dollar( s)  per  year,  or  70  for 
dollar (s)  a  ten-year  license  term,  according  to 
Wireless  Telecommunication  Bureau  staff.  Howev¬ 
er,  on  January  12,  1995,  in  a  notice  of  proposed 
rule  making,  the  FCC  proposed  a  fee  of  3 
dollar(s)  per  year,  for  fiscal  year  1995  (which 
began  October  1,  1994). 

Amateurs  will  be  able  to  list  up  to  25  call 
sip  choices,  from  any  call  area,  FCC  staff 
said.  It  is  expected  that  it  will'  be  several 
weeks  before  the  new  form  610-V  is  approved.

ARRL  Board  of  Directors  met  in  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  January  20  and  21,  1995.  Here  are  the 
highlights. 

The  Board  adopted  a  Strategic  Long  Range 
Plan  that  has  been  in  preparation  since  May 
1994,  and  instructed  President  George  Wilson, 
W40YI,  to  begin  implementation.  President  Wilson 
appointed  three  new  committees  to  coordinate  the 
most  critical  aspects  of  plan  implementation. 

A  package  of  legislative  goals  was  adopted, 
including  positions  on  special  call  sip  and 
licensing  fees,  spectrum  allocations,  liability 
protection  for  volunteers,  RF  susceptibility  of 
consumer  equipment,  better  rules  enforcement, 


and  commercial  competition  for  spectrum.  A  fund 
raising  effort  in  support  of  the  AMSAT  Phase  3D 
satellite  project  was  approved,  including  a 
150,000  dollar  matching  fund  program. 

An  operational  plan  and  budget  for  1995  and 
1996  was  approved.  ARRL  dues  were  raised  by  one 
dollar  per  year  effective  April  1,  1995. 

Repeater  coordinators  will  be  invited  to  an 
open  meeting  to  discuss  ways  of  strengthening 
FCC  support  of  local  and  regional  coordinators, 
and  related  issues. 

A  draft  petition  for  greater  flexibility  in 
spread  spectrum  operation  was  revised  to  limit 
such  operation  to  bands  above  420  MHz,  and  the 
General  Counsel  was  instructed  to  file  the 
petition  with  FCC. 

The  ARRL  will  file  comments  supporting 
participation  by  radio  amateurs  in  state  and 
local  emergency  communications  operating  plans 
under  the  new  Emergency  Alerting  System  that 
will  replace  the  Emergency  Broadcast  System. 

The  final  report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  219  MHz 
Committee  was  adopted,  in  preparation  for  an 
expected  announcement  of  an  amateur  allocation 
in  this  band. 

The  Hiram  Percy  Maxim  Birthday  Celebration 
that  was  so  popular  in  September  1394  was  made 
an  annual  event. 

Directors  Harrison,  Kanode,  Mendelsohn,  and 
Quiat  were  elected  to  one  year  terms  on  the  ARRL 
Executive  Committee. 

Helen  Grauer,  N0BCI,  and  Directors  Metzger 
and  Butler  were  elected  to  three  year  terms  as 
Directors  of  the  ARRL  Foundation. 

Studies  were  ordered  of  ways  to  oppose 
restrictive  covenants  that  limit  amateur  opera¬ 
tion,  and  to  increase  FCC  enforcement  of  its 
amateur  rules. 

The  complete  minutes  of  the  meeting  will 
appear  in  March  QST.
